Dun’s preliminary report of commercial failures in 
the United States during January show 1,344 in num- 
ber and $13,409,562 in amount of liabilities.

Apvices from Pittsburg state that governinent ex- 
periments made at the local testing laboratory of the 
Geological Survey seem to have solved the problem of 
preventing dust explosions in coal mines.

A miniature mine was constructed at the testing plant 
and the conditions inside were made as nearly as pos- 
sible like those in a real mine, with an abundance of 
dust in it. In the presence of mine superintendents, 
foremen and engineers, steam was turned into the dust- 
laden air. It was then found impossible to cause an 
explosion. Cold, dry air was next forced into the 
mine, and an explosion occurred almost instantly.

000,000 spent for pensions on account of 
service in the wars of the republic, says The Chicago 
Tribune, From first to last the outlay for this purpose 
has been approximately $4,000,000,000. So far as the 
soldiers are concerned, they have received generous 
treatment from an appreciative government. 

In the matter of old age pensions as a general prop- 
osition, however, the United States has lagged behind 
the other aggressive nations of the world, continues 
the Tribune. There have been provisions for depend- 
ents in the form of poorhouses and other institutions 
where charity has been the moving thought, but there 
has not been that lively interest in the subject that has 
been manifested on other continents, possibly because 
the conditions of life here have been essentially dif- 
ferent. Not muchhas been done from the point of 
view of recognition of faithfulness of service as 
worthy of additional cash consideration other than that 
shown in the gradation of wages and salaries. Now 
and then a firm distributes a percentage of profits at 
the Christmas season. Occasionally an employer, in 
his will, has made provision for those who have 
served him with fidelity for years. With increasing 
frequency corporations and firms are providing pen- 
sion plans which involve the payment by employes of a 
small amount at regular periods. 

The recently announced plan of Butler Brothers 
seems a step still further in advance. Thousands of 


employes of this house in Chicago and other cities are 
to have the benefit of a pension system which recog- 
nizes years of service without any cash tax upon the 
pay’ envelope. ©The amount of the pension is to be 1 
per cent of the salary for each year of actual service. 
The average salary for ten years will furnish the basis 
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of computation. The minimum pension will be $300. 
An age limit of 60 has been set, and there is a re- 
quirement of twenty years of connection with the com- 
pany as a preliminary. 

Other large industrial and mercantile houses have 
put in operation pension projects. It is a hopeful sign. 
Many a worker looks forward with unhappy thoughts 
to the day of retirement when earning power is gone. 
The firm that keeps this in mind is not likely to lose 
in the long run. It will develop among its employes a 
spirit of contentment that will bring financial returns 


through larger effectiveness. It will help greatly to- 


ward the removal of one of the greatest causes of un- 
rest. It is a matter for congratulation that Butler 
Bros. are taking up this important work. 








ScarcELy anything could be more satisfactory than 
the statistics of building operations in this country for 
the month of January. They show a re- 
Big Increase arkable condition of activity and this 
is notably true of the large cities, the 
places which have a definite position in 
the affairs of the world. During the last month per- 
mits were taken out in forty-three of the leading cit- 
ies, according to official reports, for the construction 
of 6,895 buildings, involving a total estimated cost of 
$36,592,845, against 5,555 buildings and $17,962,643 
for the same month a year ago, an increase of 1,340 
buildings and $18,630,202, or 104 per cent. 

All that has been said heretofore about bright pros- 
pects for this year in the building industry and more, 
too, has come to pass. A good story does not re- 
quire close analysis. Out .of the forty-three cities 
only four show decreases at points so remote from 
each other that they have little bearing upon the situa- 
tion. Chicago leads the advance in the list of big cit- 
ies with the phenomenal total of $8,227,700 for the 
month, against $2,570,050 for the same month a year 
ago, an increase of 220 per cent, while New York 
City has an increase of 112 per cent, Brooklyn 171, 
Philadelphia 75, St. Louis 40, Milwaukee 95, Detroit 
144, Pittsburg 121, Los Angeles, 38, Atlanta, 125, 
Buffalo, 127, Denver 101, Omaha 47, and the rest to 
the number of thirty-nine rivaling each other in at- 
tempt to show the biggest gains, while in only four 
were there decreases. Building operations are an 
excellent barometer of business conditions generally, 
and from present indications it would appear that 
1909 is going to be a banner year.

ing to the Commission. The Commission’s answer was 
sent to the House on February 4, and the first part 
of it is devoted to a pathetic statement of how im- 
possible it would be to comply fully with the request 
of the House unless authority were given to employ 
a large number of experienced rate clerks who would 
take several years to complete the work. 
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The Commission says in.its answer, which is sig: | 
by Martin A. Knapp, chairman, that in order to | 
termine accurately what advances have been effec ( 
by changes in schedule, it would be necessary to « .- 
amine and compare 150,000,000 rate items with a 
like number of items filed prior to July 1, 1906. Aid 
even this would not make the job complete. 

The Commission says that many important ad- 
vances in rates have been made since the passage .{ 
the Hepburn measure, and while it has not been ail 
to keep a record of these advances, it is able to give 
some of them in a general way. Coal rates have been 
advanced 5 cents a ton from the Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and West Virginia fields to Central Freight 
Association territory, and from the Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Alabama fields to points in Southeastern 
Freight Association territory. 

On pig iron and cast-iron pipe rates have been ad- 
vanced 25 cents a ton from furnace and foundry 
points in Southeastern Freight Association territory to 
Central Freight Association and trunk line territor- 


ies. On iron and stéel articles rates subject to official 


classification have been advanced generally by the 
withdrawal of commodity rates and the substitution 
ofhigher class rates. 

The same thing has applied to rates of lumber 
from Chicago to trunk line territory. Rates on lum- 
ber from points in the Pacific Northwest to all des- 
tinations were advanced on November 1, 1907. The 
Commission condemned the advance on lumber in 
part of the territory affected, but permitted an in- 
crease of 5 cents a hundred pounds to points lying 


‘east of a line drawn from Pembina, N. D., through 


Omaha and Kansas City to Port Arthur, Tex. 

On grain and grain products, rates were advanced 
2 cents a hundred pounds in certain territory, includ- 
ing lines from Chicago to New York, but the propor- 
tional rate applicable from Chicago on shipments 
from points west of the Mississippi was reduced 1% 
cents a hundred pounds on wheat and corn and half 
a cent a hundred pounds on rye, oats and barley. 

There was an increase of 114 cents a hundred 
pounds on rates from the Missouri River to the, Mis- 
sissippi River crossings and Chicago. Rates have 
been advanced in certain territory on packing-house 
products three cents a hundred pounds, and on sugar 
two cents a hundred pounds, including from New 
York and New Orleans. 


There have been advances on various articles to 
Texas points from 4 cents to 10 cents a hundred 
pounds. Transcontinental rates have been advanced 
from 3 per cent on one article to 60 per cent on 
another article. The heaviest advance was in cast- 
bound rates. Express companies found it necessary 
under the rate law to make an entire reconstruction 
of their rate schedules. 

No general advance in the charges of express com- 
panies has been noted except between points in \¢\' 
England territory, where the advances range {ro 
Io cents to 25 cents a hundred pounds. There |iive 
been no general increases in passenger rates. lic 
tendency has been in the opposite direction. |‘c- 
ductions in state fares have resulted in a general |ow- 
ering of interstate passenger rates.

RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Stove polish is again credited with causing another 
fatality. Mrs. Fredericka Bly of Arcadia, Ohio, was 
on January 8 fatally burned while engaged in burnish- 
ing her stove with some kind of a liquid polish which 
she had poured on the stove. This is the information 
contained in a clipping from a newspaper in Findlay, 
Ohio, that was brought to my attention a few days 
ago. It appears that there was fire in the stove when 
Mrs. Bly applied the polish. An explosion occurred 
and almost in an instant the unfortunate woman was 
wrapt in flames which burned her to such an extent 
that she lived only a short while afterwards. Not be- 
ing satisfiéd with the statement contained in the Find- 
lay newspaper that the fatal accident was caused by 
the explosion of the polish, I wrote to a few parties in 
Findlay to send me a few more clippings regarding 
the affair, for the clipping that was shown me con- 
tained only a few lines, and stated nothing beyond 
what I have above mentioned. -In response to my in- 
quiries, I received two others. One of them contained 
about the same information as the first one I saw and 
did not add very much to my. stock of wisdom regard- 
ing stove polish. I wanted, too, to learn more about 
the accident, but I was particularly anxious to find 
out more about that polish. Well, I got it in the 
second clipping sent me. There isn’t anybody now 
that can hand me anything I don’t already know con- 
cerning stove polish. I know you are waiting anx- 
iously for me to tell you what. the clipping contained. 
I won’t do that, but I will give you the clipping as it 
reached me. Here it is, every bit of it, without hav- 
ing been doctored up or otherwise “fixed”:

re’s a real farmer! A newspaper dispatch says 
the experience of J. A. J. Henderson on a farm 
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near Ocilla, Georgia, shows what can be accomplished 
by farming in the great Empire State of the South 
according to modern, thorough and scientific methods. 
With only fifteen mules on five hundred and four 
acres of land this man produced in the year 1908 the 
following crops: Four hundred and thirty-one bales 
of cotton, the bales averaging over five hundred 
pounds each; three thousand five hundred bushels of 
corn; two thousand bales of hay; two thousand bush- 
els of potatoes and enough peanuts in the corn field to- 
fatten one hundred hogs. The big farm is almost as 
level as a floor, and every stump has been removed 
from it by Henderson, who employs in his farming 
operations the modern machinery of the type so gen- 
erally used in the West. That is a wonderful achieve- 
ment. The cotton crop was almost four-fifths of a 
bale to the acre and it alone was worth, at ten cents a 
pound, $21,550—and if it has not already done so, it 
will probably bring Henderson in fully $19,000 in 
cash. The crop in bulk cannot be worth less than 
$35,000, and it probably means from $22,000 to $25,- 
000 net to him. And this man is no “clod-hopper” 
farmer, either, for during the past twenty years he has 
been conspicuously identified with legislative work in 
Georgia. If there is a middle states farmer who can 
equal this record, he hasn’t “got into the newspapers” 
—that’s sure. And how many merchants or profes- 
sional men can show such results from a year’s work? 
* * * 


In the use of “horse sense,” economy and business 
methods as applied to farming, Henderson has no 
monopoly. What he has done a host of others could 
do also. When they begin to regard things from 
Henderson’s angle Georgia will raise its own suste- 
nance ; low-priced cotton will be a menace forgotten; 
and the industrial and agricultural wealth of the com- 
monwealth will reach the dimensions planned by 
Providence. It’s dollars to doughnuts, too, that this 
planter doesn’t spend much time sitting around curs- 
ing the price of cotton or in trying to devise a scheme 
for putting the cotton exchanges of the country out 
of business. What we want in this country is a multi- 
tude of men of Henderson’s caliber. Financial string- 
ency situations and panics would then be mere buga- 
boos for us to contend with. When you get down to 
brass tacks the farmer has it over all of us.

Now, here’s a nice how’d’y’ do! No New York 
Metal Exchange? The Chicago E.raminer of February 
5 publishes the following dispatch from New York: 
“Governor Hughes’ Wall Street investigation com- 
mittee announced the first discovery it has made since 
it began its task two months ago. It learned, it de- 
clared after a two-liour secret session, that there is no 
Metal Exchange in New York. Horace White, 
spokesman for the committee, made the revelation. 
‘There is a building at 234 Pearl street, formerly a 
church,’ he said, ‘which bears the legend ‘New York 
Metal Exchange’ carved in the cement over its portals. 
In that building two or three men post certain quota- 
tions estimated on the prices in London, That is the 
nearest they come to any actual transactions. That is 
all there is to the New York Metal Exchange.’”

THE “BEST” 
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lowa Hardware Men Convene. 





The eleventh annual convention of the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Association was held at Des Moines on Feb- 
ruary 10, 11 and 12. The convention was scheduled 
to open on the afternoon of February 9, but weather 
conditions made necessary the postponement of the 
meeting, and accordingly, the program of this session 
was, carried out on the afternoon of Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 10. The meetings were held in the Great 
Western Accident building. It was the opinion of the 
officers and members of the association that the hard- 
ware exhibition held in Shrine Temple in connection 
with the convention, was the finest ever seen in the 
state. Every available foot of space in the building 
was taken. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, FEBRUARY 10. 





At this session the postponed prograra of February 
9 was carried out. The address of welcome was de- 
livered by Lafe Young, Jr., President of “The Greater 
Des Moines Committee.” In his brief address Mr. 
Young told the hardware men of the certainty of the 
big Coliseum and conferred upon them the honor of 
being the first recipients of a formal invitation to hold 
their meetings next year in the new building men- 
tioned. President P. C. DeVol of Council Bluffs, gave 
the response and delivered his annual address. He 
reviewed the work of the association during the past 
year and outlined the benefits derived from the asso- 
ciation. He pointed out the contrast between the 
average hardware man of ten years ago and the keen 
business man engaged in the hardware trade in Iowa 
today. Mr. DeVol attaeked the Parcels Post in his 
address and urged the association to go on record as 
opposed to the legislation. He declared that the mer- 
chant in the small town would suffer from the system, 
and that it would place the postal department on a 
commercial basis. He said it would be certain to in- 
crease the annual deficit of the department. 

Secretary-treasurer A. R. Sale, Mason City, followed 
with his annual report. He took occasion to denounce 
the Parcels Post and said: 

“The Parcels Post which was so prominent in last 
year’s compaign and the subject of so much discussion 
at the tenth annual convention, still holds the spot light 
of association outlook. There are at present eight dif- 
ferent bills before Congress advocating as many dif- 
ferent plans of merchandise mailing.” _ 

Mr. Sale stated that since the last convention the 
mail-order people had come out of hiding and are now 
‘ined up in the open for the gigantic move to capture 
the Post-office Department of the United States and 
saddle upon the Government the carrying of parcel 
nerchandise at the expense of the public funds. Secre- 
‘ary Sale stated that thousands of circulars had been 
‘nailed to the Iowa hardware men on this subject, urg- 
ig them to get busy with their representatives in the 
ederal Legislature. Much of the session of Wednes- 
ay was devoted to the Retail Hardware Dealers’ Fire 








Insurance Association. S. R. Miles, Mason Cny, 
President, outlined the year’s work, His re- 
port was very encouraging, as was also that of Sec. 
retary-treasurer A. R. Sale. There is now insurance 
in force amounting to $2,500,000, embracing over 1,500 
different policies. Losses paid amount to over $50,- 
ooo. W. H. Stepanek of Cedar Rapids delivered an 
address on “Business Methods.” George H. Maxwell 
of Chicago was scheduled to address the meeting but 
was unable to be present. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON, FEBRUARY I1. 





Thursday’s session was opened with an address on 
the Parcels Post by Charles W. Burrows of Cleveland, 
Ohio. In his address, Mr. Burrows attacked the sec- 
ond-class privilege and delivered body blows to the 
limited Parcels Post as advocated by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer and President Roosevelt. 

“What assurance have we that the Parcels Post will 
remain ‘limited?’” asked Mr. Burrows. “There is 
every reason to believe the limited Parcels Post is only 


* the opening wedge. If the Parcels Post privilege is 


given to fifteen million people, the catalogue houses 
and big interests will immediately agitate the question, 
‘If this is good for a part, why not extend it to the en- 
tire country?” 


Mr. Burrows quoted the fact that England is ex- 
periencing a heavy loss yearly on the Parcels Post, and 
argued that the deficit in the United States would be 
astounding because of the long hauls and the magni- 
tude of the postal service. 


“The development of the plan would inevitably be a 
serious blow to the business of the small country mer- 
chants in all lines, and to department stores in the 
great cities, a blow so crushing as to force many of 
them out of existence.” 

Robert Garland of Pittsburg, President of* the 
American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, fol- 
lowed with a scathing denunciation of the proposed 
legislation. Mr. Garland’s address was a very forcible 
one and received the stamp of approval of every mem- 
ber present. Walter Birge, Philadelphia, also spoke 
on the Parcels Post question. President A. T. Steb- 
bins of the National Retail Hardware Association, de- 
nounced the Parcels Post in strong terms. He told the 
audience of the fight directed against it by the National 
association and solicited the support of the Iowa as- 
sociation. The Question Box which was dispensed 
with at Wednesday’s session, on account of lack of 
time, was given attention on Thursday. 

In the evening the members of the association were 
the guests of the Des Moines Hardware Club at the 
Elk’s new club-house. A very excellent vaudeville en- 
tertainment, a smoker and a luncheon were features of 
the occasion. The vaudeville program was a very en- 
tertaining one and was thoroughly enjoyed.

At the closing session of the convention, L. C. Ab- 
bott, of Marshalltown, gave a report of the ninth an- 
nual convention of the National Retail Hardware As- 
sociation.

thing he has in mind is profit. The favor carries profi. 
Honest merchants should be very careful along this 
line. Guard your honor above the dollar. Don’t lct 
the dollar blind your eyes. If you want to be happy 
keep your eyes and mind on the principles of things. 
It is better to have the respect of any woman’s hus- 
band than to have all of the profit you may get out of 
that family for a lifetime. We foolishly think in our 
days of sin that we must court friends by compliance 
with the customs of society, as its dress, breeding and 
its way of doing business. To be successful and happy 
one must listen to the greater intelligence. 

For every friend we lose for truth we gain a better 
one. We know how much trade we are getting from 
a family, but we can never tell how much we are los- 
ing. The key ‘to every man ishis thought. The 
thought is power.

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THE HEATING PROBLEM. 


BY A. E. COE. 


(This article has been printed in booklet form and 
is being distributed by the Syracuse Stove Works of 
Syracuse, N. Y.) 

“The perplexing problem—that of selecting heating 
apparatus—is not easily or satisfactorily solved unless 
the principle of and the results obtained by their use 
is thoroughly understood by the prospective purchaser. 
The merits of the different systems in common use 
are little understood by the average person, and for 
this reason a decision is often reached upon the advice 
of a neighbor or friend or someone equally as igno- 
rant of the kind of system best adapted to their par- 
ticular needs. When selecting the heating apparatus 
the matter of greatest importance is, what kind of 
heat is the most healthful, as upon health depends the 
joys of living, therefore, the selection of the right kind 
of a heating system is of the most vital importance 
from a health standpoint. Health cannot be purchased 
with money, but indirectly the installing in your home 
of the right kind of heating apparatus is an invest- 
ment which will yield the largest kind of dividends in 
both health and happiness. Nature intended that we 
should breathe pure air and she has supplied it with a 
lavish hand. The great problem is, how shall this 
same pure ‘air be utilized to warm our homes in the 
coldest climates without its becoming tainted and im- 
pure? : 

One of the most deadly poisons we can inhale is 
carbonic acid gas, with which the air soon becomes 
laden when that air is breathed over and over again. 
This poisonous gas is always present in the breath we 
exhale, hence the importance of living in rooms where 
fresh warm air is introduced which will prevent the 
ill effects produced by carbonic acid gas.. Pure air is 
just as essential as pure water. No one would know- 
ingly drink impure water and yet we will continue to 
breathe impure air day and night and then wonder 
why our general health-is always better during those. 
months when. no artificial heat is required. It must 
be either thoughtlessness or ignorance that allows 
such a condition to exist in our homes. Now as to 
the best heating system. Eliminating stoves, we have 
only two systems in common use, viz., the warm-air 
furnace and Steam (hot-water heating produces the 
same results as steam). 

: Let us consider the principles of these two systems 
in order to arrive at an intelligent and impartial de- 
cision. The modern warm-air furnace is constructed 
with a large air-chamber between the castings and 
outside casing where the air is warmed to the proper 
temperature before passing to the rooms above. The 
cold air supply leading to the furnace may be con- 
nected in several different ways, all of which have 
their special advantages according to the size and 
loc:tion of rooms and the ultimate results desired. In 
“very case either all or part of the cold-air supply 
should be fresh air taken from outside and some 
Means of ventilation provided to remove the same 
"unt of air from a point or points near the floor 
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which will induce rapid circulation and at the same 
time remove the impure air (which is found near the 
floor) from the rooms to be warmed. This system is 
simple and sanitary and provides an abundance of 
pure, fresh air warmed to just the right degree for 
health and comfort. Steam (or hot water) heating is 
accomplished by placing radiators in the rooms to be 
heated, connecting them to the boiler in the basement 
with pipes through which the steam (or hot water) 
is conducted to the radiators. This is what is termed 
“direct radiation”—heating the same air again and 
again. Like the warm-air furnace, this system will 
warm the rooms, but it does not provide for the intro- 
duction of fresh air or any ventilation whatever. 
Fresh air and ventilation are both absolutely essential 
to a perfect heating system. This statement is borne 
out by the fact that nearly every State has rigid laws 
governing the heating and ventilating of its school 
buildings: New York State, for instance, requires 35 
cubic feet of fresh warmed air per minute for each 
pupil. There are only two systems of heating that 
can fulfill these requirements, viz., the modern warm- 
air furnace and “Indirect” steam. The “Indirect” 
steam system is constructed by building cold-air ducts 
under the floor, extending from outside windows to 
the room or rooms to be heated. Steam coils are then 
placed inside the ducts to warm the air, when a power- 
driven fan is used to force the air through the ducts 
and registers into the rooms. The excessive cost of 
installing and operating the “Indirect” system prac- 
tically prohibits its use except in very large buildings. 
So far as the warm-air furnace or steam-heating plant 
may detract from or mar the beauty of a room, the 
preference would be given the former. The first cost 
of installing the system is very materially in favor of 
the warm-air furnace, which is also true of the ex- 
pense of maintenance. Repairing a steam or hot- 
water plant requires the services of a plumber (or 
several plumbers) and their “knowing how” to charge 
for their labor and material is proverbial. 

The cost of fuel is always an important item to con- 
sider.. The manufacturers of warm-air furnaces and 
steam bh ilers each claim their particular system will 
require less fue! than any other. Many ‘such claims 
are based upon mere guesswork. The best authorities 
claim that either system will utilize the greatest pos- 
sible number of heat units in a given amount of fuel, 
and that these same heat units as applied in the two 
systems referred to will produce practically the same 
results as regards efficiency and economy. Scientific 
tests conducted by. disinterested persons reveal the 
fact that there is a small percentage of fuel saving in 
favor of the warm-air furnace—not enough, however, 
to warrant giving any great preference to this !atter 
system on a fuel economy basis, Since operating the 
warm-air furnace of steam system requires about the 
same amount of fuel, it naturally follows that neither 
manufacturer is justified in claiming his particular 
system requires less fuel than the other. It is easily 
understood why a warm-air furnace will warm the 
rooms much quicker than a steam system. The direct 
action of the fire on the furnace castings produces 
heat at once instead of being obliged to wait for a 
large quantity of water to be generated into steam. 
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In mild weather wood or any light fuel may be used 
in the warm-air furnace with splendid results and 
great economy. The presence of moisture (often 
termed relative humidity) in the air we breathe is ab- 
solutely essential to good heating and good health—to 
be deprived of it seriously affects the whole human 
system. Persons living in a “kiln dried” atmosphere 
will contract a cold every time they are exposed to 
sudden atmospheric changes, therefore it is important 
to know what kind of heat is produced by the differ- 
ent heating systems we have been considering. The 
steam (Or hot water) is all on the inside of the. pipes 
and radiators, and of course cannot evaporate an atom 
of moisture into‘the rooms to be heated. 

The modern warm-air furnace is provided with 4 
water pan—located near the bottom of the furnace— 
holding several gallons of water. The hotter the, fire 
the greater is the evaporation of water, and one or 
more gallons may be used daily to provide the proper 
amount of moisture. The vapor mixes with the air 
while being warmed in the furnace, thus an even dis- 
tribution of moisture to each room is secured. In 
conclusion remember that either of the two systems of 
heating which we have been considering will, when 
properly installed, furnish sufficient heat to warm 
every room, maintaining a uniform temperature when 
running a steady fire. When durability, economy of 
fuel and ease of management are considered, there is 
no material difference between these two systems, but 
when it comes to that most vital question—quality of 
heat (pure warm air), the honors all belong to the 
warm-air furnace.

Fix point a’ somewhere on the line drawn 
from A, and on this line from a’ place the various 
heights, a, b, c, etc., in profile P. Parallel to the miter 
line A B and from the points a’, bY, c’, etc., draw lines 
intersecting the lines drawn indefinitely from the 
point on miter line A B. Draw a line connecting these 
points of intersection, which will produce the section 
of the gutter on the miter line. Treat the miter line 
C D in the same way, producing the section on that 
line. 

It will now be seen that piece JJ is a transition 
piece, one end of which is like section A B, and the 
other end like section C D. Place a duplicate of A B, 
C D as shown in Fig. 2.

cepted the same, let the association, upon request of. any mem- 
ber, appoint a committee of three members in good standing 
and unbiased to examine the work and material, and if they 
find the same is not in accordance with the plans and specifi- 
cations they shall call the sheet metal worker’s attention to 
this fact and request him t6 carry out his contract according 
to the plans and specifications, and if said sheet metal worker 
refuses to do this it shall be the duty of the committee to 
take up the matter with the owner or architect and inform 
him or them of the state of affairs and also request him or 
them to insist upon the roofer or sheet metal worker to com- 
ply with the plans and specifications or make such allowances 
as the difference in the cost of the material and labor will 
amount to. 

“Any member may ask for the appointment of a committee 
to examme work of which he has doubts of its not being 
done according to plans and specifications.”

MARKET FOR METAL CEILINGS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

Consul-General Julius G. Lay, writing from Cape 
Town, gives. the following facts concerning interior 
metal work in South Africa: 

“Plastered. ceilings are,not common in South Af- 
rica, as‘im the United States, and to lath and plaster 
the inside of a building is unknown in this country. 
It was usual, until the introduction of metal ceilings, 
to use matched ceiling boards or leave the overhead 
beams exposed with only a coating of stain and var- 
nish or paint to decorate them. The extent to which 
metal ceilings can be considered a boon to South Af- 
rica will be best understood when it is remembered 
that all timber suitable for ceiling boards must be im- 
ported from countries oversea, as South Africa pro- 
duces none which can be used for that purpose. 

“Statistics of importations into South Africa do not 
show separately the amount of metal ceilings import- 
ed, they being included with other importations of 
sheet iron and steel; but it is estimated by those in 
the trade that for the past five years the average an- 
nual importations by Cape Town merchants amounted 
to 4,800 squares of 100 square feet, or 480,000 square 
feet. It is also estimated that 500 squares, or 50,000 
square feet, are consumed in the Transvaal per month. 

“Metal ceilings are becoming more and more used 
in South Africa, and are being put up in mercantile 
buildings, offices, schools; churches and many private 
houses. As they come into competition chiefly with 
ceiling boards, the aim of the firms handling them is 
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to sell as near as possible to the price of ceiling 
boards, The advantages of metal ceilings over ceil- 
ing boards is now generally recognized, and where 
expense is not too closely considered the metal is be- 
ing used exclusively, 

“Ceiling boards sell here at 12s, 6d, to 158. ($3.04 
to $3.65) per square of 100 square feet, and the landed 
cost of metal ceilings is from 148, to 208 ($3.41 to 
$4.87) per square. The present customs tariff admits 
ceiling boards of British origin into the South Af- 
rican customs union free, and those from foreign 
countries at 3 per cent ad valorem, while metal ceil- 
ings of British origin aré charged ta per cent and 
foreign 1§ per cent ad valorem, This gives the ceil- 
ing boards a very considerable advantage, but it is 
thought that when the customs tariff is revised, the 
two will be placed on an equal footing, as both have 
to be imported and both are used in the erection of 
houses to reduce the cost of which is believed by ev- 
eryone to be essential, 

‘Metal ceilings have been imported from both Can- 
ada and the United States. I am informed that Can- 
ada gets more than double the amount of the trade 
enjoyed by the United States, Canadian manu fac- 
turers have been willing to give easier terms to their 
customers here than those offered by the American 
manufacturers, and have shipped on consignment to 
enable their customers to have stocks on hand and 
be able to deliver at shortest notice, and thereby se- 
cure many small orders which could not be obtained 
if immediate delivery could not be given, Although 
the Canadian manufacturers have secured a large 
share of the trade in South Africa, and sell at a 
slightly lower price, it is stated that the best metal 
ceilings come from the United States, and their su- 
periority is everywhere recognized, , 

“American manufacturers of metal ceilings will find 
South Africa a growing market for this line and if 
they can compete with Canadian prices they will, by 
offering easy terms to importers of satisfactory finan- 
cial standing, very much increase their sales here. 

“A plant for stamping and finishing metal ceilings 
from sheets imported from England was lately im- 
ported into the Transvaal from the United States, but 


its output is said not to be meeting with favor.”

HARDWARE. 


Trade in the hardware market is, on the whole, 
fairly satisfactory to merchants. Most compldint is 
over the dullness that exists in the heavier grades; 
on the other hand, material-is being bought in smaller 
lots than usual. Stocks on hand are not large, but 
are being kept up to the demand. There is more in- 
quiry in the market, but largely in the nature of test- 
ing. This is having a rather unsettling effect, which, 
combined with the natural hesitancy owing to the 
prospective revision of the tariff, accounts for the un- 
certainty in the market. The trade is a little more 
spotty, due largely to local conditions. Concessions 
are noted in certain lines, although prices generally are 
unchanged. An improvement is looked for in barb 
wire and prices are being maintained. The wire trade 
generally continues active. The American Steel & 
Wire Co. is operating 90 per cent of its plants, and 
the independents are, many of them, working to capac- 
ity. Prices on wire products are firm, and stocks are 
low in the hands of jobbers. ° 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1 .O5 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 


loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and N 


$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.90 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.95 for 
_ full car loads at the mill, $2.05 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.35 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; re- 
tailers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, job- 
bers’ car load lots, $2.28; retailers’ car load lots, $2.33, 
‘with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers 
in car lots, $1.98. and to retailers in car load lots, $2.03. 

A number of manufacturers of conductor elbows and 
shoes have advanced their list prices, the discount re- 
maining at about 80 per cent on less than car lots. The 
prices on axes are generally regarded as low, competi- 
tion being keen in this line. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market is somewhat weak. A consid- 
erable amount of plate is finding its way back on the 
market from far eastern consumers who had over 
anticipated their demands. This naturally is weaken- 
ing the situation. For 100-lb. plates $3.89 is asked 
f. o. b. New York, and $3.70 for the same grade at 
Pittsburgh mills. At the latter city independents are 
shading prices, usually quoting $3.65. The American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co. operated 164 of its tin plate 
mills during the week, and is preparing to open up 
others,

COPPER. 

The market for ingot copper is still very quiet, the 
reported break in prices having failed to stimulate buy 
ing to any noticeable extent. This failure on the part 
of consumers to respond to the overtures of producers 
has still further weakened the market, and has caused 
some increase in the urgency for business on the part 
of some sellers. The large consumers are all working 
for lower prices, and ;if the producers continue the 
present large rate of production, it seems altogether 
likely that the former will have their way. 

There is some talk of a curtailment in production, 
and some of the larger producers have already laid off 
a portion of their men. This movement is by no 
means general, nor has it yet reached any great 
amount of importance. There is considerable interest 
felt in the forthcoming report of the copper producers, 
though it does not seem likely that the first report wil 
be at all complete. 

In the London market there was a net advance for 
the week of 5s@7s 6d. 

Sheet copper has not been changed during the past 
week, the base price being stil! .g cents. Yellow metal. 
however, has declined 1 cent pef pound, the quota 
tions being 17 cents for dimensions, 15 cents for 
sheathing and sheathing nails, 16 cents for slating 
nails and 17 cents for keel and stem metal.

IRON BARS. 


The same unsatisfactory conditions prevail and, if 
anything, the market is weaker. Offerings are being 
freely made and there is more disposition on the part 
of mills to seek business. Open quotations are as fol- 
lows: 1.50@1.56 cents for best refined bars and 1.40 
@1.50 cents for the ordinary. 


PIG IRON. 


There appears to be an easier tone to the market for 
pig iron, though the furnaces hesitate to make actual 
quotations any lower than recently noted. Still, the 
market is feeling the effect of the accumulation of 
stocks at the furnaces, and it is probable that a buyer 
who was willing to take a good round tonnage would 
secure a concession of 25(@50 cents per ton, particu- 
larly from the southern furnaces. The production of 
pig iron in the. United States is getting close to nor- 
mal, the total output for the month of January having 
been 1,801,000 tons, or at the rate of 21,170,000 tons a 
year. In the face of this large production of iron, the 
finishing mills continue to be operated at only about 
60 per cent of their capacity and therefore there is 
thought to be a rapid increase in stocks in furnace 
yards. This discrepancy between production and con- 
sumption cannot be long continued without grave 
danger, and in fact the effect of the accumulation of 
iron is already noticeable. The foundry interests con- 
tinue to accept deliveries on contracts in a satisfactory 
way, but the amount of new business offering is very 
small, the market being as quiet as at any time during 
the past year. Apparently it is impossible to interest 
buyers in the market, and it is not strange that some 
of the best informed iron men should be predicting 
lower prices in the near future. In June, 1908, the 
blast furnaces produced 1,092,000 tons of iron. In 
January, 1909, with an output of over 1,800,000 tons, 
there had been an increase of 700,000 tons, or about 
70 per cent. During the same period the production 
of finished steel had increased only about 15 per cent. 

Prices are nominally unchanged, and probably it 
would be impossible to secure any quotation below the 
market, but at the same time there is an easy feeling 
in all markets, and a large buyer might be able to get 
the benefit of it. It is reported that some No, 2 
toundry iron has been sold in the Alabama district as 
low as $12.50 ton, but the furnaces are generally ask- 
ing $13 ton, f. o. b. Birmingham. Virginia iron is 
qilet, but nominally unchanged. Pennsylvania iron is

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re 
port: 

“A quiet market with waiting attitude and small interest 
on the part of buyers is the condition during the last few 
days. There is a good current of expectancy which would 
give place to excellent strength on the slightest provocation, 
but so far this incentive has been lacking. 

“From reports received from various points it would 
seem that.in spite of the general sentiment the railroads have 
been among the largest buyers during the last week. Some 
satisfactory orders for rails and cars having been placed. 

“As a whole, prices are being maintained, but it has been 
claimed possible in cases of some furnaces to put business 
through with them for extended delivery on slightly better 
basis than was the case a few weeks ago. 

“Locally the machine tool manufacturers report a very 
much better business, excellent outlook and operation of plants 
very largely increased. In some instances plants are working 
double time and there is a much improved feeling throughout 
this particular branch of the metal trade. 

“At the present time it is judged that production during 
February will show a falling off from the month before, dur- 
ing January there being a total output of about 1,800,000 tons. 
This was an increase of some 68,000 tons over December, 
but production in February will probably not be as large. 

“Coke is quiet and prices are without noticeable change.’ 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Pig iron buying is of small volume, but shipments 
on old orders are going forward steadily, and fortunately 
consumption of iron is not to be measured by purchases. 
The very heavy buying in the closing months of last year 
naturally supplied the trade for some time to come, and 
this present lull was not unexpected, though of course the 
whole iron business is uneasy and worried over the tariff. 
In a hundred different ways the tariff affects the iron 
trade. The tariff for so long has been such an integral 
part of the iron trade, and the questions of wages, of raw 
materials and finished goods are so affected by it that 
until the matter is definitely and properly settled it is 
likely there will be trouble. As far as iron men are con- 
cerned they are ninety-nine out of a hundred satisfied 
with things as they are, and they look upon any change 
as possessing dangerous possibilities 

“In the South there have been great efforts to break 
the ruling quotation of $13 for No. 2, but so far without 
success. In the North the market is more irregular, but 
this is always the case, as the northern furnaces are so 
scattered and local conditions vary so greatly that con- 
certed action or unanimity of opinion is difficult 

“Orders this week have been mainly for small lots for 
prompt shipment. There is a better inquiry for forward 
delivery than previously and some fair sized negotiations 
are now under way tut as a whole the market is wait 


ing.”
